20 students accepted to 
participate in EPG this 
summer. 

EPG is an inten¬ 


sive two-month institute 
that integrates leadership 
and entrepreneurship 
training, approximately 
20 days of travel through¬ 
out counties in Kentucky, 
North Carolina, and West 
Virginia, student projects 
with Berea community 
partners, and numerous 
guest speakers (including 
numerous entrepreneurs 
like Berea Mayor Steve 
Connelly). EPG is built 
upon six core learning 
principles of "engaging 
complexity and uncer¬ 
tainty; exploring values 
and ethical structures; fa¬ 


cilitating group decisions; 
recognizing opportunity; 
mobilizing resources; 
and, advocating change." 
The goal of EPG is to 
uplift and inform student 
leaders about utilizing 
entrepreneurship and 
social media tools to 
empower local commu¬ 
nities, using the Appala¬ 
chian region as a model 
and opportunity to build 
direct relationships with 
successful Appalachian 
entrepreneurs and com¬ 
munity partners.

Search Continues for 
Missing Owsley Coutian 



Last Thursday, 47 year 
old Conley Baker, Jr. 
walked off into the 
woods and hasn't been 
seen since. When he 
didn't return to his home 
on Lucky Fork Road, near 
Flighway 2024 the fam¬ 
ily began to worry and 
began looking for him. 
When they were unsuc¬ 
cessful, they contacted 
the Owsley County Sher¬ 
iff's Office. 

According to 
Owsley County Sheriff 
Kelly Shouse there have 
been over 20 different 
organizations and doz¬ 
ens of local people and 
families that have come 


to assist in some form or 
another to offer their as¬ 
sistance in the search for 
Conley Baker, Jr. 

"It just amazes 
me how quickly people 
will come to your as¬ 
sistance when you need 
it", stated Sheriff Shouse. 
"That's why I love living 
in Kentucky". 

Since Thursday 
the search has almost 
been nonstop looking 
for Baker covering a 
huge area in the Lucky 
Fork area, but they are 
not giving up. "Even 
though we have not 
found anything", stated 
Sheriff Kelly Shouse "we 
are not ready to give up 
yet!" 

"As long as we 
can get people to help 
us, we will continue to 
search for Baker".stated 
James Pendergrass DES 
Coordinator. "The terrain 
is so bad, in this area of 
the county it is hard to 
search and takes a lot of 
time". 
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The map above shows the point where they began their 
search where Conley Baker, Jr. disappeared. The circles 
show where they began searching. The biggest circle is 
where they last finished searching and are beyond now.

On Friday, May 8th 
fourth, fifth and sixth grade 
students at Owsley County 
Elementary experienced 
concepts in budgeting and 
economics. The 4-H Dol¬ 
lars and Sense Program was 
held for the first time at the 
school. This program is a 
spin-off of the popular 4-H 
Reality Story. Goals for the 
students was to realize sev¬ 
eral different things: proper 
budgeting is not always an 
easy task, there is a differ¬ 
ence between needed items 
and desired items, wise 
financial choices make it 
easier to stay within their 
budget and what they have 
to show for the amount of 
money they spend. 

Students received an allow¬ 
ance of $200 for a given 
month and then had the 
opportunity to spend that 
allowance at booths pro¬ 
vided.

parents that will insist 
the kid work his way 
through school. 

Before I go on let 
me stress, there is noth¬ 
ing wrong with going to 
college or doing what is 
necessary to have your 
kids attend school be¬ 
yond high school. What 
I'm questioning is where 
are our priorities when it 
comes to our children? 

Mark 8:36, “For 
what shall it profit a 
man, if he shall gain the 
whole world, and lose 
his own soul?” applies to 
our children as much as 
it does to us. I often see 
dads and moms stress¬ 
ing a good education and 
entering into a profes¬ 
sion for the money it 
brings while the child's 
spiritual development is 
a side thought or entirely 
neglected. 

The teaching 
of God to our children 
starts with our heart. 
“And these words, which 
I command thee this day, 
shall be in thine heart: 
And thou shalt teach 
them diligently unto thy 


children, and shalt talk 
of them when thou sit- 
test in thine house, and 
when thou walkest by 
the way, and when thou 
best down, and when 
thou risest up.” - Deuter¬ 
onomy 6:6-7. 

This passage is 
telling us to teach God's 
words to our children in 
all walks of life. No mat¬ 
ter what they are doing 
or what situation they 
are in, the Word of God 
has a principle, precept 
or outright command¬ 
ment that tells all of us 
how to respond. But, 
notice the beginning, to 
be properly equipped to 
teach spiritual things to 
our kids we are to have 
the Word of God in our 
hearts. 

I've often stressed 
parents shouldn't send 
their kids to church; they 
should bring them. How¬ 
ever, the few hours each 
week in a church is not 
nearly enough to teach a 
child of God and spiritu¬ 
al things. Remember the 
passage? When sitting in 
the house, when walking 


by the way, when lying 
down and when rising 
up encompasses far 
more than an hour on 
Sunday morning. 

In every 

aspect of life, there is a 
God teaching moment. 
When a child sniffs a 
flower, there is a learn¬ 
ing moment; God has 
created the beauty and 
the fragrance of the 
flowers. When a child 
sees the ants working 
together and carrying 
stuff back to the anthill 
there is an opportunity 
to teach children that 
God wants us to work 
for and appreciate what 
we have (Proverbs 6:6). 
When a child is caught 
in a lie there is oppor¬ 
tunity to teach them 
that we are all sinners 
(Romans 3:10,23), that 
Christ died for all our 
sins (1 John 2:2), and 
faith in Him can give 
us eternal life (John 
3:16). When we sit, 
walk, lay down and 
rise up there is an op¬ 
portunity to teach our 
children about God. 


Educa- 

tion is important, we 
want our professionals 
highly skilled in what 
they do. But what is 
more important; a good 
steady income or eter¬ 
nal life? What should 
our priorities be? 

If you a OOre leaning 
toward the spiritual 
being more important, 
don't forget Deuterono¬ 
my 6:6-7. How well we 
can teach our children 
the things of God has a 
direct relation to how 
much God is in our 
hearts. Preacher

How parents 
guide their children into 
adulthood is nearly as 
varied as the number of 
parents. On one end of 
the spectrum are par¬ 
ents that drive their kids 
into a particular profes¬ 
sion with no regard for 
the desires or skills of 
the child. On the other 
end of the spectrum are 
parents who think chil¬ 
dren are a hindrance to 
their lives and give no 
thought whatsoever to 
the future of the next 
generation. Most moms 
and dads are somewhere 
in the middle. There is 
a desire for our children 
to achieve their dreams; 
we are willing to assist 
them, and we all have 


our views on how to ac¬ 
complish this! 

There are 

things we don't want to 
see happen to our kids 
as well. No one wants to 
see their grown children 
go to prison or homeless 
on the street. 

When it comes 
to the lives of our adult 
children, it seems like 
our wishes for them are 
more material than spiri¬ 
tual.
